The state of prices in- 
dicates that trade, if not actually 
retrogressive, is at best stationary, 
and this view is confirmed by the 
Board of Trade returns for im- 
ports and exports in August, which 
‘are slightly worse than July and 
would have been decidedly worse 
but for the stimulus to coal ship- 
ments to America. 

With the new United States 
tariff in operation, there ie no pros- 
pect of any benefit coming to us 
from an improvement in your do- 
mestic trade. Whatever debt pay- 
ments are made will have to be 
made in gold; for it te almost in- 
conceivable that exports to Ameri- 
ca should increase in face of such 
a tariff. It our exports to America 
'| decrease, we shall have lees means 
of buying your surplus. The tend- 
ency, therefore, will be to a re- 
duction in Anglo-American trade 
and it does not seem likely at 
present that our manufacturers 
will be able to recoup themselves

Constantine's abdication is a good rid- 
dance, the better because it was forced by 
the Greeks themselves, without outside 
pressure. During the war he was always 
ready to stab the Allies in the back. He 
seemed to be hopelessly dominated by his 
Hohenzollern wife, who dictated his poll- 
cles, with disastrous results. The Allied 
countries viewed with regret his return 
to the throne. But this was brought about 
by the Greek elections. His former sub- 
jects voted to place themselves again under 
his domination; and they have now paid 
the price of their folly. 

Former Premier Venizelos, the friend of 
the Allies during the war, is expected to 
take up the task of reorganizing the badly 
shattered Greek goverament. The revolu- 
tionaries have declared their determination 
to continue the fight against the Turks, 
waging a defensive warfare only. The re 
volt began in the army. but quickly spread 
to the civilian population. ;
